Vermont Murderess Dies On 
Scaffold at Wind- 
sor. 



KILLED HER HUSAAND. 



She Died With The Courage 
And Nerve of A 
Man. 



Wi^isor, Vt., Deo. 8. -Without a 
tremorand without a wordMrs.Mary 
Maber Rogers today march to her 
death on the gallows at the State 
prison here. To all appearances Mrs. 
Rogers was the calmest person in the 
chamber of death. She faced her end 
with the same stoical indifference 
that had marked her demeanor ever 
since her arrest more than three 
years ago. 

Greatly to the relief of those offi- 
cials who were assisting in executing 
the sentence. Mrs. Rogers' last hours 
were remarkably fre? from harrow- 
ing incident. It had been feared that 
the woman's wonderful nerve would 
desert her at the final moment and 
that she would be carried to the 
scaffold in a stateof collapse. Instead, 
however, Mrs. Rogers met death 
bravely. 

The crime for which Mrs. Mary 
Mabel Rogers was sentenced to death 
was the murder of her husband, Mar- 
cus Rogers, at Bennington, August 
13, 1902. At the time the crime was 
committed, Mrs. Rogers was only 
nineteen years old. She had been 
separated from her husband for some 
time, and was. desirous of marrying 
a young man named Maurice Knapp. 
On the day of the murder, Marcus 
Rogers went to Bennington to visit 
his wife, and that night she arranged 
to meet him in the woods near the 
Walloomsac river. While caressing 
him she induced him to allow her to 
bind his hands, and while he was 
powerless, she chloroformed him. In 
this she was aided by Leon Perham, 
a half-witted boy, who was the son 
of the woman with whom she board- 
ed. Another woman, Estella Bates, 
was present. 

After chloroforming Rogers, Per- 
ham and Mrs. Rogers rolled the body 
into the river, where it was found 
the next day. 

Boy Makes Confession. 

A few days after the murder Mrs. 
Rogers, Perham and the Bates wom- 
an were arrested. Perham made a 
complete confession, and both he and 
Mrs. Rogers were found guilty of 
murder in the firstdegree. Perham 
was sentenced to imprisonment for 
life, while the verdict in Mrs. Rogers' 
case was death on the gallows

Senator Mitchell had long been a 
sufferer from diabetes, and, other 
vitiating diseases, and in his weak- 
ened physical condition, rapidly suc- 
cumbed to the inevitable weakness 
following such violent hemorrhages, 
and lapsed into a state of semi-un- 
eonsciousness, from which he never 
rallied. 

John Hippie Mitchell was born in 
Washington county, Pa., June 22, 
1836. He *as serving his fourth 
term in the senate. 

It was only when his connection 
with a conspiracy to defraud the 
government of its public domain 
was made manifest by his conviction 
in the Federal court, that he lost 
the political influence which he had 
held for a greater part of a half 
century. 

From his seventieth birthday, 
June 23 last, the day on which his 
guilt was decreed, Senator Mitchell 
has rapidly declined. 

Senator Mitchell's wife is in Paris, 
France, where she has spent a large 
part of her time since the marriage 
of their daughter, Margaret, to the 
Duke of Rochefoucauld. A son, 
John H. Mitchell, Jr., resides at 
Minneapolis. Lieut. Hiram Mitch- 
ell, U. S. A., is also a son of the 
senator.

FACTORY BURNS. 



Trenton Suffers Heavy loss 
by Fire, Thought to be of 
Incendiary Origin. 



LOSS ABOUT $10,000. 



Another Factory Caught Fire, 
But Was Soon Extin- 
guished. 



Trenton, Ky., Dec. 9.— Fire, which 
started between 3 and 4 o'clock this 
morning, destroyed the large tobacco 
factory owned by S. D. Chestnut & 
Bro., and occupied by J. W. Chestnut 
and Joseph Russell, buyers for the 
Italian Regie contractors. The blaze 
started at the southeast corner of the 
building, and when discovered, the 
entire roof was a fire. There is little 
or no fire protection here, and it was 
impossible to do anything to save the 
doomed building. Messrs. Chestnut 
& Russell received two loads of to- 
bacco Friday, the first delivery of the 
season. The origin of the blaze is 
unknown and it is claimed to have 
been incendiary. The loss is estimated 
at $10,000, with $4,000 insurance. 

The factory of Jos. Russell, about 
fifty yards away, also caught fire, 
but was extinguished before any se- 
rious damage was done. It is claimed 
that this factory was also set on fire.

Yesterday was a big day with the 
members of the tobacco association. 
They were here in large force, as 
the situation just at this time is a 
most interesting one. The recent 
deal with the Regie people has been 
productive of so much higher prices 
for the weed and strengthened the 
confidence of the members to such 
an extent as to naturally cause them 
to want to know something of the 
outlook for the coming year. 

At the outset the association pitch- 
ed its plan of action on a high plane 
and there is no disposition on the 
part of the membership to depart 
from it. They are firmer in their 
determination to stick together than 
they have ever been. 

The county committee, with the 
chairman, Mr. W. W>Radford, pre- 
siding, held an executive session in 
the forenoon, of at least two and a 
half hours in duration. 

Reports from the various districts 
as to sales made outside the associa- 
tion showed that scarcely anything 
had been done— so little that it was 
hardly worth mentioning. There 
was but one violation of the obliga- 
tion by a member of the association, 
which will be taken up by the proper 
persons. 

A feeling of good will exists be- 
tween the members of the associa- 
tion and the Regie buyers. The 
buyers have been very generous and 
fair in the inspection of types recently 
sold to Mr. Ferigo, and there has 
not yet been, and is not likely to be, 
a single hitch. It is believed that 
the planters will have their money 
in hand before Christmas, as the 
inspection is being conducted as 
rapidly as possible. 

Every effort to further strength! 
the organization the coming year 
will be made, and in order to enable 
everyone who desiresllto join, 
books of the association will be 
opened again on January 1st for the 
signatures of new members and kept 
open until further action by the 
committee. Since the ibooks were 
closed on November 12 many farm- 
ers have made application for mem- 
bership, and the list of members 
will show a great increase during 
the month of January. 

The circuit court room was filled 
in the afternoon to listen to speeches 
from Hons. Joel B. Foi t, of Rob- 
ertson county, C. P. Warfield, 
Clarksville, and iW. R. Howell, of 
this city. 

Taken altogether, the meeting of 
yesterday was one of the most im- 
portant yet held here, and the future 
of the association has every indica- 
tion of great success.
